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The  General  Manager  Search  Conunittee  will  be  reviewing  resumes  and 
interviewing  candidates  during  the  month  of  February.  The  Search 
Committee  is  composed  of  two  representatives  of  the  KPFK  Local 
Advisory  Board,  two  members  of  the  paid  staff,  and  two  members  of  the 
programmer  and  volunteer  core  of  the  station  along  w  iih  David  Salniker. 
Pacifica's  Executive  Director.  A  March  1st  start  date  is  currently  being 
projected  for  a  new  manager. 

KPFK's  Winter  Fund  Drive  gets  imderway  on  February  27ih  and  will 
conclude  on  International  Women's  Day,  March  8th.  A  lot  of  greal 
programming  is  in  store.  A  full  schedule  will  be  included  in  next 
month's  Folio. 

Many  of  you  received  a  letter  from  KPFK  recently  updating  the  current  status  of  Pacifica  and  KPFK's 
fight  with  the  FCC.  In  that  letter  I  talked  about  Jesse  Helms'  amendment  to  a  senate  bill  which  went 
into  effect  on  January  1, 1989.  The  law  instructs  the  FCC  to  make  sure  that  "obscene"  and  "indeccnl" 
materials  are  not  on  the  air  at  any  time  and  closes  the  supposed"  safe  harbor"  that  last  year  was  reserved 
from  midnight  to  6  am.  As  mentioned  in  the  letter,  the  implications  are  far  reaching  and  pose  serious 
questions  about  the  integrity  of  the  First  Amendment.  TTiis  law  is  not  just  a  question  of  obscene  or 
indecent  language.  This  sets  up  the  FCC  as  our  national  morality  board  with  the  license  to  purge 
whatever  they  see  fit. 

Before  Senator  Helms  introduced  his  measure,  he  asked  the  Heritage  Foundation  for  legal  advice.  If 
you  don't  know,  the  Heritage  Foundation  is  an  ultraconservative  "think  tank."  Most  of  us  don't 
want  the  Heritage  Foundation  deciding  what  we  have  the  freedom  to  read  or  not  read. 


listen  to  or  not  listen  to.  see  or  not  see.  Senator  Helms'  law  is  another  threat  to  our  freedom 
—  your  freedom  to  hear  diverse  opinions  and  KPFK's  freedom  to  broadcast  them,  and  Pacifica  must 
and  will  challenge  this  latest  censorship  attempt  in  court. 

The  struggle  to  breathe  life  into  the  First  Amendment  continues  with  Pacifica  and  KPFK  leading  the 
way.  Your  support  in  1988  helped  us  win  one  baule,  your  support  in  1989  is  vital  if  the  effort  is  to 
continue.  We  hope  that  you  will  take  the  time  and  interest  and  send  in  a  contribution  to  KPFK  and 
Pacifica  to  support  our  efforts.
